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REMARKS AND NOTES. 


The Districts are generally more extensive than the Towns of the same names. 

The Return gives the deaths.in 114 Districts (subdivided into 571 Registrars’ Districts); 33 in the 
Metropolis; 81 in the other Divisions of the Country. At the last Census (June, 1841,) the Population of 
England and Wales was 15,906,829 ;—of the 114 Districts 6,534,535, or four tenths (0. 41) of the entire 
Population of England and Wales. The Annual number of deaths registered in the 114 Districts was 
164,772 in 1838-40, or little short of a half of the total deaths in the Country. 


The Mortality (1838-40) was at the rate of 2.6 per cent. annually in these 114 densely peopled 
Districts; and it was less than 2 per cent. in the rest of the Kingdom; hence the Districts in the Return will 
be the first to indicate the rise of an epidemic, or any deterioration of the Public health, 


The Population in the 114 Districts increased, from 1831 to 1841, about 1.8 per cent. annually; or 
nearly one-fifth part in Ten Years. 


The number of deaths in the last Winter Quarter was 44,479—or 410 less than the average of the three 
previous Winters. It was 666 less than the average in the Metropolis, and 256 more than the average in the 
other Districts of the Country. But the average was derived from a period of three Years past, and the 
Population increased in the 114 Districts at the rate of about 53 per cent. in three years; hence, if the Mor- 
tality had been the same in the Winter Quarter of 1842 as in the three previous Winters (1838-9-40), the 
deaths would have amounted to 47,433. They amounted only to 44,479, or to 2,954 less than would have 
occurred if the rate of Mortality had been uniform. . 


The rate of Mortality was 63 per cent. less in the Winter ending March 31st, 1842, than in the 
winters of 1838-9-40. 


The number of Persons suffering from Sickness was probably reduced in the same proportion. 


It appears from the Weekly Tables of Mortality for the Metropolis, that Hooping Cough destroyed 714 
Persons in the Winter Quarter of 1842; no other epidemic disease prevailed. 71 Persons died of Small-pox, 
121 of Scarlatina, 308 of Measles, and 253 of Typhus. The temperature of the season in London was one 
degree, and the fall of Rain was 28 per cent. above the average of the 10 years 1831-40. The temperature 
was 2} degrees above the winter average of 1838-40.

In some Towns the 
results may have been disturbed by Emigration. 


The absolute Mortality in the Districts can only be deduced by dividing the deaths in the three 
Years by the estimated Population in 1839.

REMARKS. 


The number of deaths in the Spring Quarter (ending June 30th) was 38,190, or 6289 less than in the 
Winter Quarter immediately preceding, when 44,479 deaths were registered. 


The Mortality has fallen 16.4 per cent.—one-sixth part. 


In former years the Mortality was 5.7 per cent. less in the Spring than in the Winter Quarters; hence 
not more than 11 per cent. of the decrease can be fairly ascribed to other causes than the temperature of the 


seasons. 


The number of Deaths in the last Spring Quarter was 2515 less than the average of the four 
preceeding Spring Quarters—(1838—41). The interval between the middle points of the two periods was 
2.37 years, and in that time, at the rate of 1.74 per cent. annually—the population must have increased 
about 4.4 per cent. If the rate of mortality had remained the same, 42,509 Deaths would have been 
registered. But the number of Deaths was only 38,190, and the result is in accordance with that announced 
in the previous paragraph, that the mortality was 11 per cent. below the average of the season, deduced from 
the Returns of four previous years. 


The returns for the whole Kingdom show that the rate of mortality was high during the year 1840, 
and continued high during the winter of 1841: it began to decline in the Spring of 1841, and continued to 
fall slowly through the winter of 1842, until in the Spring Quarter of 1842, the mortality was, as has been 
already seen, 11 per cent. below the average of the 4 preceding Spring Quarters. | 


As a general rule, two persons are on an average constantly sick for one death in the year (M’ Culloch’s 
Statistics of British Empire—Vital Statistics); and, according to this proportion, 305,520 were sick during 
the Spring Quarter ending June 30th, 1842. If the mortality and sickness had been the same in the 
114 Districts as in the previous Springs, 340,072 persons would have been constantly suffering from 
sickness. The reduction in the average number of sick persons was, therefore, probably about 35,552. 


In the Metropolis the epidemic of Hooping Cough declined, the deaths were 402 ;—263 persons died of 
Typhus, 195 of Scarlatina, 59 of Small Pox. Of Measles 334 died. The number of deaths by diseases 
of the Epidemic Class was 785 less than the average of four preceding Spring Quarters. 


The mean temperature of Spring at the apartments of the Royal Society, London, was 2.4 degrees 
above the average of 10 years (1831-40). The fall of Rain was 3 inches, or one-third less‘than the average. 
The air was drier, and the Barometer higher than usual; but Rain fell on 32 days, while on an average it 
falls on 30 days in the season (91 days).

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REMARKS. 


The Deaths registered in the 114 Districts within the three Quarters of the present Year have 
amounted to 44,479, 38,190, and 39,069; the number having been 879 more in the last Summer than 
in the Spring Quarter. ) 


The average number of Deaths registered in the four preceding Summers was 36,595; but as the 
population increases in the Town Districts about 1.74 annually, the average applicable to the Summer of 
1842 is 38,208—less by 861 than the Deaths which were actually recorded. 


The mortality was 2 per cent. greater than the Summer average; which is at the rate of 23 Deaths 
annually in a population of 1000. . In the last Summer Quarter, ending September 30th, the mortality was 
at the rate of 23.4 annually in a population of 1000; namely, 23.0 in the Metropolitan Districts, and 23.6 
in the Provincial ‘Towns. 


Where there has been an increase the Registrars have referred it to Scarlatina and Bowel Complaints, 
comprising Diarrhea and Cholera, which has been more prevalent than usual in the season, though in a mild 
form. The mortality, if the increase of population be taken into account, was below the average in the | 
Metropolis; yet 477 Deaths from Diarrhea, 71 from Dysentery, and 101 from Cholera occurred.  Evght 
persons died of Diabetes in the Metropolis; the average is 2. 


The temperature at the Royal Society’s apartments rose to 87°,—the mean temperature was 64° 1 or 2° 
above the average. ‘The dew poitit was also 2° above the average; and though 9 inches of rain (nearly 4 
more than usual) fell on 47 days, the dryness was a little greater than the average of preceding years.

REMARKS. 


Tue Return extends to 114 Districts (sub-divided into 571 Registrars Districts); 33 in the 
] Metropolis; 81 in the other divisions of England. ‘The population of the 114 Districts was 6,534,535 at the 
last Census (June 6th 1841) or four-tenths of the entire population. The average annual number of Deaths 
registered in the 114 Districts was 164,192, or little short of a half of the total Deaths. 


| The mortality in the 114 Districts was 2.57 per cent. annually (1838—41),' consequently much 
| higher than in the rest of the country; hence it is believed that the Districts in the Return?will be the first 
1 to indicate the rise of any epidemic, or any deterioration of the public health. 


The enumerated population increased from 1831 to 1841 about 1.74 per cent. annually. 


The present Quarter closes the year 1842; in which 161,106 Deaths were registered in the 114 
Districts. If we raise the average 4.4 per cent. as a correction for the increase of population in 2.5 years, 
the ayerage applicable to 1842 will be 171,400; while the Deaths registered in that year (1842) were only 
161,106. 


The actual mortality in 1842 was 2.42 per cent., or 6 per cent. less than the average mortality (2.57) 
of the same Districts in the 4 years 1838-—41. 


The average of the Autumn Quarter was 42,003—or corrected 43,854 ;—so that the Deaths (39,368) 
registered in the quarter were 11 per cent. below the quarterly average. 


The mean temperature of the Autumn of 1842, was 0°. 7 above the average; the fall of rain was 6 
| inches; the average being 4.6 inches. 


In the Metropolis the epidemic class of diseases was less fatal than usual; one-fourth of the Deaths in 
this class was caused by Scarlatina. Bronchitis and Pneumonia prevailed. Scarlatina is mentioned by the 
Registrars as still prevalent in several Districts, particularly in the southern parts of the Island. Upon this 
and other matters the Registrars Notes will be found to contain much useful information. |
